These are the feasts of the Lord, 
even holy convocations, which ye shall 
prociaim in their seasons. 


Atonement is the satisfaction offer- 
ed to divine justice for the sins of 
mankind by the death of Jesus 
Christ, of which animal sacrifices 
were typical. 


This act of atonement is referred to 
as a sacrifice, expiation, redemption, 
ransom, a purchase, a satisfaction, a 
substitution also a reconcilation etc. 


The English for atonement is_ at- 
one-ment. The world of mankind was 
at variance with God, they were doom- 
ed to eternal distruction. 

It is said that the Hebrew word for 
atonement is translated to mean cov- 
ering. Jesus came to die that He 
might cover the sinner from the just 
anger of God. He came to make at- 
one-ment between God and man. 

There were daily sacrifices, but 
these only atoned for the partial sins 
of the people. It was understood that 
there were sins that were never men- 
tioned. This is why they had a special 
day of atonement that all sins may 
be expiated. 

This special day of atonement took 
place on the tenth day of the seventh 
month which was Tisri (October). 

The day was ahigh Sabbath on 
which no work was done; and all the 
people fasted from the evening of the 
9th to the evening of the 10th. Many 
sacrifices were offered on this day, 
The blood was offered for the priests 
and the people. During this time the 
priest laid his hand on the _ scape 
goat and confessed the sins of the 
people. This goat was led away into 
the wilderness and there let go free, 
to signify the carrying away of Israel’s 
sins. ” 

There were two young goats chosen, 
these were offered for a sin offering. 
These were presented before the Lord. 
Lots were cast to see which would be 
the scape-goat. Both yr spotless, 
g00d goats, both represénted Jesus. 
One was slain and the other had the 
sins of the people confessed over him. 
He then was led to the wilderness, 
thus bearing the sins of the people 
away that they may be accounted free 
from every sin. 

The two goats represented two in 
one. The goat slain typified that as- 
pect of Christ’s death to take care of 
the sins of the people. The scape-goat 
typified that aspect of Christ’s work 
which takes away their sins after they 
are confessed with a pentitent heart. 

The scape-goat in Hebrew is called 
Azazel which means goat of depar- 
ture, go away, disappear. (Greek and 
Hebrew Lexicon.) After Jesus _ bore 
the sins of the people He disappeared. 

While sacrifices and atonement 
were made for sins each day - which 
proved td be a very imperfect way, 
rthe day of annual atonement was a 
more perfect way, atoning for all 
sins, yet it proved to be unsatisfactory 
as the following Scriptures show. 

The law made nothing perfect, but 
the bringing in of a better hope did; 
by the which we draw nigh unto God. 

Which was a figure for the time 
then present, in which were offered 
both gifts and sacrifices, that could 


fect, as pertaining to conscience. 
Neither by the blood of goats and 


not make him that did the service per- |

calves, but by his own blood he enter- 
ed in once into the holy place, having 
obtained eternal redemption for us. 
Heb. 9:12. 

The Gentiles by the tens of thous- 


ands accept the plan of salvation. 
They accept the atoning blood of the 
holy sacrifice and are walking daily 
with Him and recognizing Him as 
their Savior. They freely recognize 
the fountain that was opened for sin 
and uncleanness, but the Jews in 
general have rejecfed this fountain, 
but in the last days a remnant will ac- 
cept Him and come to the fountain. 


The angel told Daniel that there 
were seventy weeks determined upon 
his people. This seventy weeks dated 
from the time of ordering the rebuild- 
ing of the temple in the days of King 
Cyrus. Sixty-nine weeks culminated at 
the crucifiction of their King. He 
wept over them and said that He 
would have gathered them as a hen 
gathers her chickens, but they reject- 
ed Him, so He told them, their house 
was left unto them desolate. He then 
turned to the Gentiles and _ invited 
them to the fountain. They are enjoy- 
ing this fountain today, but when the 
fullness of the Gentiles is up, that 
which has been closed to the Jews 
because of blindness which happened 
in part to them will be opened to 
them for their special benefit. 


Seventy weeks is determined for 
the finishing of the transgression of 
the Jews, (thy people) to make an end 
of sins, and to make reconciliation for 
iniquity, and to bring in everlasting 
righteousness, and to seal up the vis- 
jon and prophecy, and to anoint the 
most Holy. Dan. 9:24. During the time 
for reconciliation of the Jews will be 
when the fountain is opened to the 
house of David. Notice “opened to” 
not “opened in” as some state, but the 
fountain that has been closed because 
of their rejection and unbelief will be 
opened to them, and thousands will 
plunge into it and be made clean, even 
receiving the Holy Ghost. The 12th 
chapter of Zechariah and the 10th 
verse says, | will pour upon the house 
of David, and upon the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem, the spirit of grace and of 
supplication. The margin says, Holy 
Spirit. Carrying this same thought in- 
to the next chapter the lst verse says, 
“In that day there shall be a fountain 
opened to the house of David and to 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem for sin 
and for uncleanness.” 


The remnant which will be 144,000 
shall receive the Holy Ghost. They 
will be able to perform great miracles. 
The Gentiles will recognize the spec- 
ial power and grace given to the Jews. 
They shall take hold of the skirt of 
him that is a Jew, saying, “We will 
go with you for we have heard that 
God is with you.” 

At the day of atonement kept an- 
nually by the Jews, they were to af- 
flict their souls. It represented their 
return to the Lord under the Palestin- 
ian covenant. See Deut. 30:1-10. Read 
this Scripture and you can see what 
awaits the Jews after they receive of 
this fountain opened to the house of 
David. Their souls will be afflicted 
under great conviction, but they will 
repent and accept Jesus Christ as 
their Savior and Mesiah.

Thank God for the BLOOD ATONE- 
MENT. Man is a sinner and away from 
God, eternally lost without’ the 
BLOOD on his soul. There is no 
escape for the unrepentant sinner; 
he must somewhere, sometime meet 
an outraged God. Sin is the most ex- 
pensive thing in the world, the most 
prevalent, the most deceitful, the 
most binding and the most blinding. 
But hallelujah, there is a remedy, yes 
thank God, a never failing remedy. 

First we want to leok at the guilt 
of sin, and how it sticks to the soul. 
You may change your name, you may 
move away from the neighborhood in 
which you live and yet your sin re- 
mains in your guilty conscience, you 
may turn over a pew leaf, you may 
resolve, reform and make resolutions 
but this does. not remove sin, you 
may resort to strong drink and for- 
get for a while, but as soon as_ the 
drunken stupor is off, your sin is still 
haunting the soul. The world provides 
no way for the removal of sin. Twelve 
years ago in the state of Michigan a 
woman was found murdered. They 
arrested a man, convicted him on cir- 
cumstancial evidence and for twelve 
years he has been in the state prison. 
But listen he was an inocent man, so 
says the article I have just read this 
morning. Just a few weeks ago a man 





went out to the grave where the 
murdered woman was buried, took 
out a revolver, blew his brains out 


and sent himself into eternity. What 
was the motive? why did he kill him- 
self? Ah, the answer is remorse, that 
awful remorse, the guilt of sin. Why 
did he go to the woman’s grave to 
end his own life? He wanted to make 
some reparation. Five, ten, yes twelve 
years have gone by but his SIN still 
sticks to his guilty soul. Yes, sin 
stays on the record of the Almighty 
God and the memory of that awful 
deed drives that man to suicide and 
suicide is confession. 


I knew a man who had his. barn 
insured for a large amount of money 
and he wanted the insurance. In the 
dead hour of midnight he set fire to 
it and it burned to the ground. He 
collected the insurance and is happy 
for a little season, but by and by there 
is a revival of old time Gospel saving 
grace, yes a revival from the skies, 
and this man went to the altar. While 
he was trying to pray, God spoke to 
him and said, “what about that barn? 
He confessed out, went to the insur- 
ance company and paid back tie 
money and God forgave him. Sut 
wait a minute don’t get the wrong 
idea, did confession and restitution 
save him? NO, NO, none of these 
things can wash away sin. It takes 
the BLOOD of, the LAMB. Yes, my 
friend it takeS*the very blood of Cal- 
vary’s Lamb to wash away the guilty 
stain. 


“There is: a fountain filled with blond, 
Drawm from Immanuel’s veins; 
And sinners plunged beneath 
flood, 
Lose all their guilty stains.” 
“Hallelujah! Hallelujah!” 


But let us remember confession and 
restitutiom brings us to where God 
can deal with us with saving 
GRACE. Here is a woman down at 
the altar. Oh how she prays, she 
screams, wrings her hands and begs 
for mercy. What is the matter? Years 
ago she had committed a certain sin, 
her husband was a home loving man 
and she wanted the theater and a fast 
life and she found a secret lover and 
sinned against her own flesh. This 
was years ago but her sin sticks to 
the soul. Oh how she prays, she says 
to the minister, “must I tell all, must 
I tell my husband?” The minister, if 
he is divinely illuminated, will say, 
“Obey God, let God have His way in 
your very life and soul.” She pleads 
earnestly and gets no where, but she 
finally goes to husband alone, as it 
is no other’s business, and tells all. 
The precious husband forgives and 
she comes back the next night ad 
God forgives and pardons. Jesus 
washes from her, her sins in His own 
BLOOD. 


Oh, glory to God. He has provided 
a remedy. Sin cannot be covered up, 
indeed it cannot. Theré is only one 
covering for sin and that is the biood 
of Jesus. “Whosoever covereth h's 
sins shall not prosper, again, blessed 
is the man whose sins are covered. 
But it makes a difference who covers 
them. If Jesus covers them with His 
own blood all is well, but if we cover 
them we shall never get anywhere 
with God. David in the 103rd Psalm 
and the 12th verse says “As far as 
the east is from the west, so far hath 
He removed our transgressions from 
us.” Some people just have enough 
salvation to make them miserable. I 
hear one say, “Sometimes I feel 
free from all my sins and at other 
times I feel condemned in some 
things.” I am persuaded if that is 
your condition you are resting in a 
partial salvation and its all your 
fault, because He removes them as 
far as the east is from the west. How 
far is that? Well if you could put a 
bit in the mouth of Halley’s comet 
and a saddle on his back and start 
toward the east at the rate of thirty 
seven thousand miles an hour, twenty

a decade and ten decades a century 
and ten centuries a millennium, when 


you have ridden millennium after mil- 
linnium you are still going east. How 
about the west? If you should travel 
at the speed of lightning for a million 
years you would still be going. Don’t 
tell me your sins are bothering you 
and you are a Christian at the same 
time. 


Job found out two thousand years 
before Calvary that a man Could not 
cleanse himself. He said if I wash 
myself in snow water and make my 
hands ever so clean, yet are they not 
clean. Here is the man who pillowed 
his head on the Savior’s brest. John, 
tells us how much God loves us, as 
our text says he loved us and washed 
us from our sins in His own blood. I 
see him as he dips his pen in ink 
and writes “God so loved the world 
that he gave his only begotten son.” 
Hallelujah, doesn’t this raise a shout 
in your soul, to know that God so 
loved your sin cursed ]ife that he gave 
His son for it? The law said for the 
guilty man’s transgressions, “cut him 
down,” stone him to death. But Jesus 
said, “Let ME die in his stead, let me 
go to calvary, let my BLOOD flow 
that I might wash him from his sins 
in my own BLOOD.” Oh friends the 
BLOOD, the BLOOD that flowed from 
his wounded side is the only remedy. 
Then we can cry out, “Bless the Lord 
oh my soul.” Are your sins under the 
BLOOD? There is no such thing as a 
dead past, sins unrepented of will ac- 
company.you to the death bed and 
to the judgment bar of God, for death 
fixes our character for the judgment 
and the judgment seals our destiny 
for all eternity.

I see a little man who breathes out 
threatenings and slaughter, bringing 
men and women bound to Jerusalem;

PRACTICAL ADVICE TO THE 
MINISTRY 





(Continued from last week) 
The Preacher’s Message—Ezk. 3:10 


You should get your message as 
God instructed Ezekiel, saying, “Son 
of man, I have made thee a watch- 
man unto the house of Israel: there- 
fore hear the word from my mouth, 
and give them warning from me.” 
Ezek. 3:17. 


Some are too ready to get their 
message from some tattler and aim 
it at some guilty brother or sister, as 
if God gave it to them. My brethern, 
never be guilty of such a thing, even 
if a brother or sister does need cor- 
rection, never in any case aim a whole 
sermon at one or two in a large con- 
gregation. You can go to them per- 
sonally and do more with them. Get 
your message from God and His 
Bible and preach it to the edifying 
of your whole congregation. 

Should Come From the Heart 


You should never go into the pul- 
pit without some aim in view. If your 
congregation is sinners, aim at the 
task of convincing them that they are 
lost and are in need of a personal 
Saviour; if they are Christians aim at 
the mark of edification as the hunter 
aims at his game. If you are preach- 
ing to a congregation of unbelievers 
who don’t believe in the Bible plan of 
redemption, build a fortified wall 
around yourself with a _ scriptural 
argument based upon the Bible and 
leave no gaps down for the gainsayers 
to come in on you. Seek to make your 
argument instructive, convincing and 
persuasive, with much love, sympathy 
and sincerity. Your sincerity will 
play a very important feature in the 
effect of your sermon. Let every 
word you speak come direct from the 
heart, otherwise don’t speak it. The 
trouble of many is they are preaching 
from the head to tickle the ears of 
the people, or for filthy lucre sake. 
God is seeking men who are preaching 
for the saving of souls. 

Never enter the pulpit just because 
you have an appointment, or because 
someone wants to hear you preach, 
enter it with a message on your 
!.eart and preach it to the hearts of 
your congregation and not to their 
heads. A sermon preached from the 
head of the preacher to the heads of 
the congregation is never very effec- 
tive, or accomplishes very much for 
God. Don’t spend much time telling 
about the flowers, moon, stars and 
the milky way, but preach the Word, 
sticking closer to your congregation 
than your subject. We need to stay 
close to where the people live. 

The preacher who follows God’s in- 
structions to Ezekiel always has a 
message fitted for the occasion. Much 
care should be taken along this line. 
As you sit at your desk preparing 
your message, have your congregation 
continually before you. If they are 
sinners don’t preach on such subjects 
as The Christian’s Duty, and if they 
are saints never preach such texts as 
would apply to the sinner in his lost 
condition. Be considerate, use wis- 
dom and choose such subjects as will 
apply to the needs of your congrega- 
tion. If you are a God-called preacher 
and have the work at heart, after a 
little experience you will be able to 
do this. A young minister once 
preached to a congregation of sinners 
on the subject of Prayer. He used it 
because he thought he could preach it 
better than any other subject, but all 
during his discourse it seemed to be 
hitting him back in the face. My 
preacher friend this is where we need 
to use wisdom, though you may have 
the subject well prepared yet if it is 
used out of its place it will not ap- 
pear so delightful. A message that 
you might think you could not preach 
so well, used at the right time and in 
the right place, will be much more 
easy to preach and will bring greater 
results. 

Many mistakes have been made by 
feeding young lambs strong food 
which the old sheep could scarcely 
digest. Such food makes lambs sick 
instead of strengthening them and at 
the next feeding they are more than 
likely absent from the rack. Give 
them milk and nourish them until 
they are able to eat the stronger 
food, but if you feed the older ones 
too much lamb food they will soon be- 
gin to grow weak and poor and many 
of them will die. Therefore, let us 
take heed how we feed the flock over 
which the Holy Ghost has made us 
overseers. 

Sermon not too Long 

Another great lightening to the 
effect of many sermons of this 
day is their length. You have prob- 
ably seen conviction hovering over 
the people, but by long preaching the 
messenger worried the audience so 
that when the altar call was made, 
they felt more like going home than 
to the altar. One of the first things 
a preacher needs to learn is when 
God gets through with him to stop 
right there. This mistake is more 
frequently manifested among the 
young ministers, although I have seen 
some who had years of experience 








him. We held on to the Lord and 
the baby was healed. I earnest- 
ly covet the prayers. of the 
saints that He will remove a 
lump from my back which is 
growing larger.—A. E. Thomas, 
712 W. Hancock St. 





who seemed to have never learned 
this important lesson. As a rule, a 
young preacher can’t say as much on 
a subject as he can in later years and 
he is possessed with an idea that he 
must preach an hour before it can be 
called a sermon and after he has 
preached his sermon and the Lord is 
through with him he will go on and 
try to fill out the time. Young min- 
ister, listen to me and take warning 
and you older ones a hint, when you 
preach your sermon stop right there. 
God is through with you, if he was 
not he would have helped you to 
make your sermon Jonger. A fifteen- 
minute sermon well preached is much 
better than one or two hours punish- 
ment to your congregation. By say- 
ing this, I do not say one should not 
preach more than fifteen minutes, 
however, fifteen minutes is sufficient 
On many occasions. It all depends 
upon circumstances and a close ob- 
server can avoid making broad mis- 
takes along this line. During the 
high tide of a revival all sermons 
should be short, from fifteen to thirty- 
five minutes, all depending upon the 
condition of the congregation, while 
on most other occasions they should 
range from thirty-five minutes to one 
hour. Funerals should be short and 
pointed. 


If you should sit down to time 
many ministers to see how long they 
preached, you would never know 
when their sermon began or when it 
stopped. It is disgusting to a con- 
gregation to talk fifteen or twenty 
minutes before you read your text, 
and then after preaching long enough 
for a good sermon, say just one more 
thought, or Scripture verse and I will 
close as I don’t want to worry you 
and about the time he gets through 
with that thought, something else 
comes to his mind and he suggests a 
new start just like a dog that had 
been on cold trail for one hour and 
all of a sudden jumps his fox. A min- 
ister should always watch his congre- 
gation. It is alright to preach as 
long as you can hold them under the 
influence of your subject, but when 
they get restless, you are doing them 
no good and the best thing for you 
to do is to stop right there. Always 
observe this rule, never preach when 
the folks don’t want to hear you, for 
they will not take heed and you are 
wearing out your body for nothing. 
Save yourself until your service is 
needed. Long preaching is never very 
desirable with the average congrega- 
tion. Neither is it the most effective, 
or successful, therefore, we who bear 
the message from God to man should 
use our best wisdom and only do that 
which will bring greatest results. 

How to be Successful 


Success should be the chief aim of 
every minister of the Gospel of 
Christ. If we cannot succeed we had 
just as well quit and help send some 
one else in our stead. I don’t mean 
quit because we cannot become 
noticable. There is a difference in 
becoming successful and noticable. If 
you want to be noticed in a congrega- 
tion, act unbecoming or out of order 
and all eyes will be turned toward 
you, but if you want to be successful 
live so holy that neither friend nor 
foe can bring ought against you. Holi- 
ness and humility are demanded in 
the preacher’s life and if you possess 
these two with a heart full of sincer- 
ity, it is the longest step toward suc- 
cess that you will ever have to make, 
however, there is one more that al- 
most equals it, but if you make this 
first step toward success, the second 
will automatically follow with just a 
little effort in prayer, that is the pos- 
session of the power of God. A man 
undertaking the ministry without the 
power, has either missed his calling 
or started before he tarried. We have 
no account of Jesus ever preaching a 
sermon before he was baptized with 
the Holy Ghost, then he declared that 
he was anointed to preach the Gospel 
to the poor. One might preach a Gos- 
pel to the rich for filthy lucre sake 
without the anointing, but to preach 
the Gospel of Jesus Christ unto the 
poor requires an anointing with the 
power of God from heaven, which can 
only be received from God through 
consecration and prayer. 

Get Power with God—Gen. 32:28 

Let each of us learn a lesson from 
Jacob’s all night wrestle with the 
angel. The next morning as the day 
began to dawn, the angel said, “Let 
me go for the day  breaketh,” but 
Jacob, in his anxiety declared, “I will 
not let you go until you bless me.” 
When the angel saw Jacob’s earnest- 
ness he said, “what is thy name?” 
and Jacob answered and said, “Jacob,” 
he said, “thy/name shall be called no 
more Jacob, but Israel: FOR AS A 
PRINCE HAST THOU POWER 
WITH GOD AND WITH MEN, AND 
HAST PREVAILED.” Gen. 32:28. 


We need more Jacobs in the min- 
istry today who will spend nights 
alone with God, praying that prevail- 
ing prayer of faith, which unlocks the 
power house above and gives power 
with both God and man. We need 
power with God that we may be vic- 
torious over sin and impart his bless- 
ings unto others; we need power with 
man that we may be able to influence 
him to Christ and lead him on into the 
deeper hidden mysteries of God. Oh 
my fellow laborers, what we need to- 
day is an extra supply of spiritual 
power which is one of the two great- 
est steps to success, the geal to which 
we all should aspire. 


Give Full Time to the Ministery— 
2 Tim. 4:2. 

Another long step up the ladder of 
success is grace sufficient to step out 
on the promises of God and _ trust 
him for a support. God has ordain- 
ed that they who preach the Gospel 
Should live thereof, not entangling 
themselves with the affairs of this 
life. “No man that warreth entangl- 
eth himself with the affairs of this 
life; that he may please him who has 
chosen him to be a soldier.” II Tim. 
2:4. Entangling ourselves with the 
affairs of this life is not pleasing to 
Him who has called us to be soldiers 
in this warfare against sin, but He 
wants men of stability and unwaver- 
ing faith in God, who is able to en- 
dure hardness that he may be ac- 
counted worthy of being called a 
stewart of God. 

When God chooses a man to preach 
the Gospel, He expects him to leave 
all other occupations, as Peter, An- 
drew, James and John. When He 
called them they immediately left 
their old job of fishing in the sea of 
Galilee for fish and began fishing 
after the souls of men. They were 
very successful at their new jjob, 
sticking very close to it until Peter 
denied the Lord and then he said, “I 
go fishing,” and some of the balance 
said, “we go with you,” but after they 
tarried at Jerusalem until they were 
endued with power from on high we 
hear nothing more of any of them 
ever going back to their old trade, 
but their passion for souls seemed to 
be renewed and they went forth in the 
strength and power of God, winning 
souls by the multitudes and praising 
God and gaining favour with the peo- 
ple. Acts 2:47. 

How to be Influential 

Some ministers seem to have con- 
ceived an idea that if they gain 
favor with the people they will loose 
a certain amount of God’s favors, but 
that is not true, a minister with a 
good influence will be much more 
successful than those who have no 
influence, therefore, we should seek 
to build our influence with all 
classes of people. To do this we 
don’t have to partake of the evil of 
any one, regardless of whom we are 
associated with, but a total abstainer 
from all appearance of evil. 1 Thes. 
5:22. There are many things ° 
that we could mention that might not 
be a great sin if it was not for the 
appearance of it. You might get in 
a car and go to town or to church 
with some other man’s wife and as 
for your holy and virtuous intentions 
there may not be any sin commit- 
ted, yet at the same time it would 
give the Devil something to talk about 
and your influence would be greatly 
damaged and there are also many 
other places you might go with a 
good purpdse, and some by-standér~ 
who did not understand, could be- 
come greatly offended and lose all 
confidence in you and by the run of 
his unruly tongue, many others could 
form the same opinion with him. You ° 
probably would never know just 
what they really did think of you. It 
does not take a big thing to injure 
the influence of a minister of .the 
Gospel of Christ. Some things that 
would hardly be noticed in the lives 
of others would look like a mountain 
to the eyes of the people in a preach- 
er’s life. The minister should be the 
most particular man in the world, 
living the holiest life, always sowing 
seed of righteousness for he is con- 
tinually in the eyes of the people. 
From his outward appearance all men 
will form their opinion of him and if 
their opinion is bad, regardless of his 
good intentions, he will have a diffi- 
cult time leading them to Christ. 

Don’t be a Self-brag 

Another thing that has been very 
injurious to the influence of some is 
braging about what they can do or 
what they have done. My brethren, 
above all little sins, never be a self- 
brag about what you can or have 
done in the pulpit or out. If you can 
do anything, all you have to do is to 
do it and your fame will spread far 
enough. The day has come when the 
old saying is fulfilled, “A self brag is 
a half scandle.” It will never get 
you anywhere ,but you will become 
ridiculed in the eyes of the people 
and be marked as a wind bag. Your 
service will be desired by no one. 

Get .Rid of the Preacher’s Itch 

There is also a very bad disease, 
which is often found among young 
preachers and some of the older ones 
don’t seem to be completely well of, 
known as the preachers’ itch. As a 
general rule, this disease is found 
among the lower order of the minis- 
try and is no more tasteful than the 
seven year itch.

So wisdom is 
the most essential medicine mention- 
ed in the prescription and the ab- 
sence of it has made many feel that 
they were full of it and has become a 
double trigger to a dangerous pitfall 
where many have been trapped and 
held back from success, who are try- 
ing to preach subjects which they 
themselves don’t understand, or are 
dealing with disputed points of 
Scriptures for argument’s sake, or 
are trying to show forth new light to 
make someone think they are deep in 
the Scriptures on such undertakings 
as to prove that Jesus was born under 
a June apple tree. We do not believe 
that Jesus was born under a June 
apple tree, but in the stall of Bethle- 
hem and was wrapped in swaddling 
cloth and laid in the manger. 

My brethern if you have great wis- 
dom and understanding of the scrip- 
tures, it is not necessary that you 
take such subjects to prove your 
knowledge unto the people. Preach 
from plain simple texts such as you 
know that you understand, putting on 
nothing only that which is natural 
with you. One of the most wearisome 
things that I know of is a sermon 
missing its mark ten feet over the 
heads of the congregation. I have 
heard it said, “I did not understand 
what that preacher was talking about 
last night.” Subjects of that kind 
do not do the poor and unlearned, to 
whom this Gospel is to be preached, 
very much good. Neither do _ they 
exalt the preacher’s ability in the esti- 
mation of his congregation one bit, 
but really abases it, hurts his influ- 
ence and drives away his congrega- 
tion.

A Warning to Christian Believers 

There is always a danger of taking 
things into our own hands, especially 
if we have to wait long for the fulfill- 
ment of a desired aim or object. When 
anyone does this it is certain to be 
followed by painful disaster and re- 
gret. God wants to teach us that it is 
always best to let Him give to us in 
His own time and way. 

God promised Abraham and Sarah 
that He would give them a son. For 
ten weary years they waited in vain, 
then Sarah took the matter into her 
own hands, and advised Abraham, 
“And Abraham hearkened to the voice 
of Sarah.” In a short time Sarah be- 
gan to reap the seed she was sowing; 
she was despised by her slave girl in 
her own house; mockery and sorrow 
followed, until life was miserable. 
Sarah bitterly regretted that ever she 
took the matter into her own hands. 
When she was willing to wait and 
let God have His way with her, He 
fulfilled His promise, and laughter 
filled her heart. (Gen. 15, 16, 17, 18 
and 21). ' 

Esau despised his birthright and 
sold it to Jacob for a meal. Jacob 
should have believed that the bless- 
ing of the birthright would be given 
to him also without putting his hand 
on the matter, or by taking any 
wrong action to secure it. His mother 
strongly advised him to take wrong 
action, and he obeyed her. What were 
the results? Deception, loss of char- 
acter before God and man, the bitter 
anger of Esau, and his determination 
to kill Jacob. Taking the matter into 
his own hand would have cost Jacob 
his life, and he had to flee from home 
and be an exile for more than twenty 
years. (Gen. 25 and 27.) 

Is it reasonable to expect a blessing 
from God when we will take the mat- 
ter into our own hands, and wil] not 
wait until God gives us the blessing 
in His way? King Saul had a test 
from God on this point, and he failed. 
The Philistines gathered a mighty 
army against Saul’s handful. Samuel 
was told by the Lord to tell Saul to 
wait seven days, then he would come. 
These days were very trying to Saul 
as he waited, his frightened followers 
were failing him and running away; 
and he was afraid that the mighty 
enemy would attack him at any time. 
He waited almost until Samuel. came, 
but before he came Saul’s patience 
came to an end, and he took matters 
into his own hands, and offered a 
sacrifice. Just then Samuel came. 
Saul was full of excuses to justify 
himself; but Samuel said: “Thou hast 
done foolishly, thou hast not kept the 
commandment of the Lord, for now 
would the.Lord have established thy 
kingdom forever.” Saul knew he was 
on such a test. He lost his kingdom 
by willfully taking matters into his 
own hands..God wants people whe 
are willing to wait His time and do 
things in His way, and He will exalt 
such to rule. (1 Sam. 13.) 

The Lord tested David twice on the 
same point, and he stood the test. 
Saul cruelly sought David’s life, and 
on two occasions David found Saul 
asleep and was advised by his men to 
smite him, but David said: “Mine 
hand shall not be upon’ him.” He 
would not take the matter into his 
own hands, although the laws of 
war would justify him in killing the 
enemy who was seeking his life. 
David was willing to wait until God 
gave him the kingdom in His time 
and way. This was a greater victory 
than he won over Goliath. What a 
joy that must have brought to God’s 
heart to see David willing to wait, 
willing to be wronged and chased 
about, willing to trust God to under- 
take for him. (1 Sam. 24 and 26.) 

Abraham, Jacob and Saul teach ue 
that nothing but disaster comes from 
taking things into our own hands, 
and David teaches us that blessing 
and honor comes to those who will 
wait and trust God.—B. Davidson.
